And dumb have I been uptilnow. Because this— Must 
Musings — is my first message to the poetical and musical 
world at large. Cripple am I also. For, a complete novice 
as I am I have risked to reach the heights of Gaurishankar- 
Indian music — with a foreign mountain stick — English langu* 
age-in hand. It is by His grace-inspiration, — therefore, 
that I have undertaken an uphill task. And in this ende- 
avour of mine especially, I am convinced that He is Joy, 
supreme certain. 

As may be usual with writers : Being once set a roll- 
ing I continued rolling as I felt an inward push and pleasure- 
a matter of everyonce’s self-experience, and which words are 
inadequate to express. So it was firstly for self pleasure, 
wholly & solely that must musings 'drizzled from the mind 
through ink on paper ^ was collected. But as inward push 
increased, matter increased along with it too. And then 
flashed the idea of putting it before the public, if it can 
serve it in any way. 

As enlightened nations, specially those that have set 
their foot on Indian soil, are after everything, and so, • are 
penetrating the very marrow of everything, so also, they may 
be after Indian music. But 1 think ( and I may be wrong 
in this my view) they have met with no or perhaps negligible 
success, in their effort of enjoying the deep diving, into the 
deep ocean of Indian music. The reasons, I think, are (i) 
in their utter ignorance, except personally useful but super- 
ficial knowledge of any of the different Indian languages; 
( 2 ) their complete inability, it may be said, to suit their throat 
to intricate but rich and melodious Indian music, to its 
ascents and descents — sudden and gradual, abrupt and 
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majestic, and to its terse but tempting tuning; (3) their lack 
of full attention to Indian music. This is because a majority 
of them are unable to speak even that language fluently 
(exceptions are everywhere), which they have* learnt, and to 
understand its intricacies — a result ( which is common all the 
world over) of laxity, which, in its turn, is a result of there 
being no hitches in one’s way without this. 

If East has been and is being a material and spiritual 
helper to other nations, she may extend her hand to them 
in the musical sphere also. Enlightened nations, gropping 
in darkness, it may be said, as far as Indian music is con- 
cerned, will surely be in folds of joy, if able to grasp Indian 
music, placed at their portals. They will appreciate, at the 
same time, the depth and buoyancy, melancholiness and 
joviality, sternness and pliability, sobriety and sweetness &c. 
&c, and above ail the towering superiority (and here I may 
be erring also, or my love for my music may not be 
allowing me to see ahead and at a distance), of Indian 
music, at least over Western one, which has fallen upon 
Eastern ears. They wilhfeel too, the boundless variety of 
Indian music, according to divisions of time, place and feel- 
ing, and of which Must Musings is only a drop in the 
ocean. 

For English knowing Indian knowers and lovers— males 
and females both — Of Indian poetry and music, Must Mus- 
ings js meant only as a novel, refreshing, mental wash and 
treat, during and after their physical and mental toil, and 
also in their leisure hours. Further if they have begun to 
underrate Indian music before Western one with which they 
may be in contact, Must Musings is meant to fill them with 
a feeling of pride and love for their own music and to supply 
them with a weapon, which they can safely and surely use in 
the service of their native music, while continuing to keep good 
regard for what is good in Western music. Must Musings is 
also meant to help them to keep on their love for English, and 
at the sJ\nne time to bring them back to relove Indian music, 
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which being considered not materialistic alone lifts one to 
spheres in which one likes to loiter-the I not being of this 
earth — but which one does not actually find here upon this 
globe, on which we live. It is also meant to inform, if not 
to convince, its readers that Indian music, if really loved 
and sincerely practised, can put one in tune with the Infi- 
nite, whom one likes to make visible and meet; because 
one sooner or later, in one life or after many, feels that he is 
His spark — speaking from Indian point of view, 

All this by way of mere explanation pure and simple* 

New let the Indian readers, of Must Musings, particularly 
and all others generally, know, that I lay no claims at all to 
being (a) a trained thorough musician — singer and player 
upon instruments, (b) a pundit or bhatt of Indian musical 
science and prosody, though I can sing, play and know 
as much as to please my I. It is with that self-pleasing 
knowledge alone that I have tested each musing and I 
have found that atleast I can handle each melodiously both 
by throat and upon instruments if so desired. I have kept 
myself aloof from taking regular lessons in my music and 
from studying Indian musical science and prosody, for I 
never wish to shackle Lord's voice with artificiality; since I 
have found that voice flowing and overflowing, at its own 
sweet will, without the help of the former. In other words 
1 have wished to play a truant in the broad and high, deep 
and thick jungles of Indian music with Lord’s light-inspira- 
tion-in front. I have preferred to welcome tongues truths and 
torts, continuing to enjoy divine joy and freedom. I care 
more for the object in view than for mannerism merely# 
And I leave it in abler hands — hands which have strengthened 
fhemselves l^th by poetical and musical inspiration and 
science— to complete in their works my deficit, if it lurks or 
is visible as noonday sun in Must Musings. 

My whole and sole aim, in putting Must Musings be- 
fore the wide world, is to open the way for more gifted^ 
competent and experienced brains—Indian as well as alien, 
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black as well as white— to exert all in their power to seVve 
Indian music, if they seriously and sincerely love it, ho 
matter what the vehicle be — provided that, ti at vehicle be 
understood by readers everywhere. 

A few words with regard to my vehicle viz, English. 
English alphabets to me have appeared half that is Hmpi.’ig 
in pronunciation. Indian letters are half sounded and full 
sounded, shortened and lengthened. In adopting English 
letters to Indian music I have dwijised them i. e. made them 
Indian, 

Also I knowing English, and knowing also, that my 
message-wide world as I mean it to be— would be carried 
through that channel-English language— I have placed Must 
Musings before the broad world in that language. 

Something with regard to part VII of Must Musings, 
In these adaptations I have kept to the tunes that have 
fallen upon my ears in their originals and also to the word- 
ings and ideas mostly of their masters. To facilitate com- 
parison the originals are given in Balbodh in part VIII. 
In these adopted poems and dramatic songs, I being a born 
Gujarati, I have selected some from Gujarati poets and from 
the dramatic songs of theatrical companies of my side. The 
dramatic selections are from the pets of everyone here on 
this side. One sided they are no doubt, but they will have 
their zest and attraction both in tune and thought to forei- 
gners to Gujarati. 

Let me ask public pardon here of the souls of poets 
past and poets present for making use of there mental out- 
comes; but it is done more with a view to magnify more 
their aiready self-magnified fame, if at all my readers find 
that 1 have succeeded in doing it; because I fully well know 
that adaptation is not less difficult, nay perhaps more than 
original; for, therein, over and above wording, one has to 
bring in the hidden heart of the original poet along with 
the word idea, ^ times. 
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As for bhajans of ICabir, iCatnal and Machhendra, In 
part VII of Must Musings I have heard some of them 
from the tongue of a sadhu. 1 don’t know if they are in any 
book. In some bhajans of Kabir the last two lines will be 
found wanting as I have not been able to catch them. 

Let me now thank Mr. R. M. Mistri who has drawn 
designs for Must Musings, not according to his own fancy 
only, but after knowing my ideas for each design and add-* 
ing to them his own where necessary. 1 must thank also Mr. 
Baburao of the book selling firm of Mahadev Ramchandra 
Jagushte-Ahmedabad for helping me in getting the pictures 
prepared. And last but not the least my thanks go to Mr. 
Popatlal and Mr. Devidas — son and father-of the Diamond 
Jubilee Printing Press for their all round kindness shown to 
me, all the while my work was in their hands. Still however 
Must Musings is not free from the printer’s devil. Think of 
the devil and he is sure to appear, is true here also. We 
have thought of him, using our double force, to shirk him off 
and he is seen smiling at us in Must Musings in his sleeves. 

A little with regard to myself and ended. I have followed 
inspiration minus reason, and have seldom sought the succour 
of any human head in the moulding of Must Musings. If 
therefore, praise is showered upon it, it goes in its entirety to 
my guide — the Lord — whose light has been able to make 
its way through matter, and if it is tarred by blame, it is 
completely mine the flesh not allowing it to appear purely 
and properly. 

1 wish that Must Musings be a dish of diversities to its 
readers — the author's own and adaptations, long lays and 
short sweets, dramatic ditties and musical modes; in other 
words to supply invigorating, pleasant, purifying pastime to 
those who do not know or have no taste for music, and 
both to those who love the latter also.
